In his motion, Johnson said 
Superior Court Judge Douglas 
Gray should have ordered the 
trial be postponed or moved to a 
different location. Johnson, who 
is Smart’s attorney only for this 
request for a new trial, said in- 
tense public attention to the 
case meant Smart could not 
have received a fair trial in 
Rockingham County at that 
time, less than a year after her 
husband’s murder. 

The hearing comes less thana 
amonth after three youths were 


sentenced for their roles in the 
crime. Each confessed in 1990 
and testified against Smart at 
her trial. : 


William Flynn, who testified 
that he was Smart’s lover and 
the gunman who shot Gregory 
Smart, received a sentence of 40 
years to life. He could be re- 
leased in 28 years, as could Pat- 
rick Randall, who confessed - 
that he held Gregory Smart 
down as Flynn shot him. 


Vance Lattime Jr., who said 
he obtained the gun and the get- 
away car, received a 30-year- 
to-life sentence, and he could be 
rpleased in 18 years. 
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
